Introduction 

It is difficult indeed to attempt to gather all know facts, in the 
short time allotted for a research paper of this nature, of a man who 
lived such an active life as Daniel Allen appeared to live. It is 
intriguing to search the records and visit with relatives to bring into 
focus events, facts, and anectotes of a Mormon Pioneer. 

This paper is not intended to be exhaustive in nature, but rahter to 
collect written material that this writer has come across. It is also 

hoped that this may be an initiation to a greater study on the man, 

Daniel Allen. 


The writer is very appreciative to those people who have written 
about Daniel Allen and he is alos grateful to those people with whom he 
has visited in connection with the said Daniel Allen. Inasmuch as this 
is a callectian of things written, there will be some overlapping. 

At the time of this writing there are still a good number of Daniel 
Allen s grandchildren still living. The writer would like to have 
visited all of them, but nevertheless is grateful for information he has 
received from the following grandchilaren, both directly and indirectly. 
Mary Lyman, Jesse Allen, Louisa Buchanan, Christena Teeples, 

J. Clyde Spencer, Daniel Wilcox, and Deslie Lowe Anderson. 

A number of years ago and after the death of Daniel Allen in 1896(1892 
some of the family members became involved with a Bible owned by the 
deceased. An argument resulted and one of the members carried the Bible 
away. ^one \ears later the Bible was seen in a home at Bicknell, Wayne 
County, Utah. But the disappointing observation was the fact that possibly 
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Bible had been torn out; that being the

journal of Daniel Allen, written by his own hand.^ 

However, while living in Provo and operating a tannery, Daniel 
Allen write a brief history of his life and it is as follows: 

(it may be well to note at the beginning, rather than at the end, 
that thii; is written in Daniel Allen's handwriting. Nothin has been change 
not even the spelling.)

I was marred to Louiza Jane Berry in Summer Quarters May 
28, 18-17 by Elder G. Whicones. I left Kinville May the 15, 

184- for the Valleys and arived in G.S.L. City September the 
22, 1949. Soon after I arived in S.L. City I was throne frome a 
mule and brake my challar bone whichlayd my up about thre monts. 

I lived on Big Cottonw-od two years whare I bilt a dable 
house 16 by 24. I then sold out and mooved to Salt Lake City 
in the 12 Ward and went into the tanning busness with Samuel 
Muliner. I was in company with him about three years. I then 
sold out to him for two thousand dollars and mooved to Sanpet 
whare I falered tanning two years and six monts. I then sold 
out to Darren Snow and moved to Plesant Gove whare I intended 
going into the tanning business and built a bable house 16 by 20. 
I then said out to s. Drigs. I then moved to Provo whare I have 
been tanning two years. I said my house and late to Presant 
Kimball for seven hundred dallars and built a house and shape in 
the 4 ward. I payd about one hundred dollars in the Provo 
Meeting house and payd 50.00 dallars in the 4th Ward School 
house. In Oct the 6 the year of 1863 I was cald to go to the 
South. I mooved my second wife down to St. George whare I got 
a lot and built a house and then went North to Provo after the 
rest of my family. On my way to St. George I saw G. A. Smith 
in Parowan. He gave me council to stope in Parowan and commence 
tanning. I commenced tanning with Wm. H. Daine. We was in 
partnershipe one year he then said out his share to E. Hanks 
and D. Page for six hundred dallars. 1865.

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"The late Daniel Allen was the sone of Daniel and Nancy Stewart 
Allen. He was born in Whites Town, Onaida County New \ork State, 
December 9, 1804. His parents moved to Chatawgua County in the 
year 1807, and lived there during the War with England in 1812. 

His father served his county in the war of 1812 as a soldier, 
went with the army to Buffalo at the time of its fire. Alter the 
war his parents moved into the state of Pennsylvania, Erie Co., where 
they resided for ten years. They then went to Cayuga Co. State or 
Ohio where they dwelt unto their death in 1856. 


"Brother Daniel Allen was married to his first wife, Mary Ann 
Morris, December 6, 1828, in Cayuga Co. Ohio where both embrasce- 
the gospel, having been baptized into the Church of Jesus Christ or 
Latter-day Saints in June 1834 by Elder Joel II. Johnson. Soon aiter 
Brother Allen joined the Church he sold his rarm in xiuntsberg i.or ^ 
and handed over the amount to the Prophet Josepn Smith to help redeem 
Zion and purchase lands in Jackson Co. according to revelations. 

"In 1836 he moved to Kirtland, bought two city lots, built himself 
a frame dwelling house and a boot and shoe store and expended $1000 
in property in Kirtland, He was a share holder in the Kirtland Bank. 

He was compelled to sacrifice all this, however, on account of the 
persecutions which followed, and was driven away by the mob without any 
means of subsistence for his family. He then removed about fifty miles 
south of Kirtland, to Savanna where he obtained work on a canal, receiving 
a payment 50C per day. Out of this sum he had to support his family and 
yet saved the means necessary to purchase an old pair of mares and and 
old wagon. In this way wo moved his family to Missouri, being determine 
to gather with the Saints. He started with S. B. Stadaard and Dr. 

Mitchell in the spring of 1838 and joined his brother Joseph at _og 
Creek, five miles south of Far West. He went with his brother Joseph an 
Brother Isac Marley to another location. They took up some land three 
miles north of the town of Far West. The Deceased built him^a long house 
and was putting on the roof on the day of the election in Galltan, August 
8, 1838.' From that time he was under arms until the day they relinquished 
them in Far West. He was with D. W. Patten when they took the cannon from 
the Mob, also with Seymour Brunson when they were surrounded with Bogarts 
company on Log Creek, live miles south of Far West. 


"He left Far West on Feb. 6, 1839, with his w’ife and three children 
in company with his brother Joseph, Isac Marley and Brother Rossan anu 
camped out twenty-one nights, when they reached Quincy, Illinois. From 
there he went to Lima, Illinois and stayed one year, and moved to 
Nauvoo April 1, 1840. Here he lived until April 1, 1846. During the 
time he was located in Nauvoo he helped to build the Temple, and paid 
for a share in the Nauvoo House. Fro-'. Nauvoo Brother Allen proceeded to 
Winter Quarters, and as he left Nauvoo his wife was taken very sick. v-.nen 
he arrived at the land of Soap Creek on the way to Winter Quarters his 
wife died from the effects of the persecution. From the time Sister -'U-en 


i 
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was baptized into the Church she remained a faithful member and never 
murmered or complained in all the trials through which she had to pass, 
for she had a testimony of the truth of the Gospel for herself, and 
died as she had lived, in full faith of a glorious resurrection with the 
saints. 

"Brother Daniel Allen was then left with five children, the youngest 
being only two months old. He lived at Winter Quarters until Spring of 
1848. He was married te Louisa Jane Berry June 22, 1847. In the 
Spring of 1848 he moved his family to Kanesville where they resided until 
the spring of 1849. 

"He started with his family to Salt Lake Valley where he arrived 
Sept 22, of the same year. He lived at Big Cottonwood, Salt Lake Valley 
far eighteen months, then moved to Salt Lake City and lived in the Twelth 
Ward. There he went into the tannery business with Samuel Millner. 

Bro. Daniel Allen tanned the first leather in Utah. After following 
this business for three years in Salt Lake City ho sold out to Samuel 
Millner. Bro. Allen married his third wife Sarah Whitley, in Salt Lake 
City in 1854. He then moved to Manti, Sanpete Co., built another tannery 
and followed the business there for one year. He moved to Pleasant Grove 
Utah co in the fall of 1855 where he built himself another home. In the 
fall of 1856 he moved to Provo city, where he resided until the fall of 
1862, when he was called to the Dixie Mission. During the time he lived 
in Provo he extablished another tannery in the Fourth Ward and also started 
a boot, shoe and harness shop in connection with the tannery. He donated 
liberally toward the building of the Provo Tabernacle and the Fourth Ward 
school house. He moved his wife Sarrah and family to St. George in the 
fall of 1862 and build a house there. In 1863 he sold out his property 
in Provo and started with other members of the family to St. George. On 
reaching Parowan, Iron Co. he met Pres. George A. Smith, who counselled 
him to remain there and build a tannery. This he did in company with 
President W. S. Dane in 1864. He followed the buisiness until 1880. He 
then moved his family to Escalante, Garfield Co. where he resided up to 
the time of his death. January 15, 1892 at the age of Eighty Seven years, 
one month and six days. His wife Sarrah died January 3, 1892 at the age 
of fifty seven years eleven months and twenty eight days. He attended .her 
funeral on the 5th of January was present at fast day meeting on the 7th 
and preached an excellent sermon. On the morning of the 8th between 12 and 
1 o'clock he was seized with a severe chill, which confined him to his 
bed until he passed away. His death bed was surrounded by a large number of 
his family. He was the father of twenty six children (16 sons, 10 daughters 
He now leaves a wife, seventeen children, sixty grandchildren, and about 
forty great grandchildren. Brother alien retained his mental faculties 
up to the last. He called his family to his bed-side exhorted them to 
remain faithful to the Church and honor the Priesthood, and sent word 
to those of his children not present to obey the same council, and then 
asked his family to release him, for his mission was filled.’3

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(it _has been- stated the life of Daniel Allen was spent in the service 
of the church wherever he was called. It may well be noted that he was 
just one year older than the Prophet and it is reported that he had close 
association with him. In Nauvoo he became a body guard to Joseph Smith. 

At the time the Prophet said, "If I don't come back boys, take care of 
yourselves." 4 Daniel Allen was in that group. 

The writer has only come across one item in his reading in connection 
with this and only the last name is given. In the History of the Church 
by the Prophet it is recorded, "I took Allen's six shooter.”5 


An interesting story by a great-granddaughter, Ila L. Bauer, tells of 
one incident in the life of Daniel Allen as a body guard to the prophet. 

"INCIDENTS IN THE LIFE OF DANIEL ALLEN (PIONEER) 


IT SHALL BE YOUR SHIELD"

"Such a smi;le thing-an old fashioned night cap; so dainty and 
frivelous too, with its lace and ribbons to tie in a bow under the chin, 
but it saved our expectant mother from being left a widow and four 
children fatherless. 

"Great-Grandfather, Daniel Allen Jr. was born December 9, 1804 in 
Whitestown, Oneida County, New York. Both he and his wife Mary Ann Morris, 
were baptized into the church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints in 
1834. Both worked diligently for the church. They sold their farm in 
Huntsburg and turned the full amount, $600,00 to the Prophet Joseph Smith 
to redeem Zion and help purchase lands in Jackson Countv, Missouri, 
according to the revelation. 

"In 1836 Daniel Allen bought two city lost in Kirtland, Ohio, built a 
home and boot and shoo shop and acquired $1600 in property. He helped 
build the temple and was a shareholder in the Kirtland Bank. All was lost 
at the time of persecutions. He then worked for fifty cents a day at 
Savannah, Georgia and scon saved enough to rejoin the Saints at Far West, 
Missoui. 


In April 1840 Daniel moved his family to Nauvoo, Illinois, During the 
six years they stayed there he helped build the Nauvoo Temple and paid for 
a share in the Nauvoo House. In July 1834 Joseph Smith assigned him as a 
special Missionary to Pock Island Co., Illinois and at the last conference 
in Nauvoo he was selected chairman of a group of three to dispose of 
houses, lots and farms in Bear Creek district in preparation for leavinq 
that beautiful city.

under his c..in. He then got into bed with the baby in this arms and a 
prayer on his lips. 

’■Jot -cna alter came a loud pounding on the door. Mary Ann calmly 
opened ± t when the men demanded to see Daniel, she invited them in 

saying he was not there but they could search the house if they so desired. 
After carei-ily going over the entire house and glancing quickly at the 
figure in trie bed cuddling the sleeping child, they stormed out exclaiming, 

There is no one m there but an old woman in bed with her child!" When al 
was quiet again Daniel and Mary Ann knelt and thanked God for their 
deliverance . 

The persecutions continued. Soon the baby was born, and during the 
exodus from llauvoo across the Mississippi River, in the dead of winter 
Mary Ann contracted pneumonia and died when they reached Soap Cree. Daniel 
was left with five children, the infant being just two months old. Thev 
stayed at Winter-quarters, Nebraska for a time and there Daniel married' 
Louisa Jane Berry. Together they crossed the plains, arriving in the 
Salt Lake Valley September 22, 1849 in the Orsan SDencer Company. In the 
ensuing years ten more children were born to them.' 

In 1854, Daniel married Sarah Whitely and to them were born seven 
chldren, the eldest daughter was my grandmother, Harriet Allen Lowe. He 
was sent to pioneer many places, among them Provo, Parawan, St. George 
then back to Parowan and finally to Escalante where he died in 1892 at 
the ate of 87 years. In each of the places he lived he built a tannery 
and a shoe and boot shop and at Parowan perfected a method of tanning 
which is well know as the ‘Allen Tan". 

. , The fear of violence was left behind in Nauvoo, but the precious 
night cap held its rightful place upon his head through his lifetime- 
not from fear, but from respect for his first wife’s humble plea that fatefu 
night so long ago, when he said, "Wear it always, Daniel, for it too.

Aside :rom his faithfulness as a protector of right, and the prophet, 
we gather a willingness to follow counsel and advise from the General 
Authorities. Early in church history he was called on missions and later 
to various settlements. Recorded in the Times and Seasons we read of 
some of his nissonary work:

"At a special conference of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, held at the grove, near the Temple on the 3rd 
and 5th of July, 1843- it was decided that the following Elders 
go on a special mission to the following counties in the State of 
Illinois-Daniel Allen-Rock Island--"

"Daniel Allen is listed as leaving Nauvoo 19th September, 
last (1843) with T. Billings, R. Packer and L. R. Shirtliff without 
purse or script with the intention of spending the winter in holding 
forth the principles of our religion in New England. Bro Billings 
and Shirt'liff left Bro. Allen at Kirtland, Ohio" This is contained 
in a letter written by Br. Shirtliff to John Taylor. 

Times and Seasons Volume VI page 1015 

"At a conference held at 2:00 p.m. Wenesday, October 8, 1845, 

Daniel Allen was appointed on a committee with Nelsen Higgin and 
Samuel Shepherd to sell houses, farms, lots, etc at Bear Creek"^ 

Evidently Daniel Allen was well versed on the subject of the gospel 
and knew the Standard Works well. Following is a short incident related 
by Ila Bauer: 


"Walking Book" 

"Daniel Allen and his familv were so very well read on the 
Bible and Book of Mormon that one when they were in a small 
settlement in Idaho, a non-Mormon heard his name was Allen and 
so he came to=him and said: "Are you the walking Bible and Book 
of Mormon Allen?" Daniel's son Isaac said "I didn't know that 
father was called such a name, but he does know enough about these 
books to expase them every chance he gets." 8 

We gain insight to Daniel Allen's philosophy of life and knowledge , 
from the book, "Parowan and Iron County Biagraphies". 

Morgan Richards mentions that while teaching school in Parawan 
he had most of the children in the town and specifically mentioned 
ten familes, of which Daniel Allen's children were one. (p. 114) 

A "School of the Prophets" patterned after the one in Kirtland 
was established in Nauvoo and Daniel Allen was affiliated with it.

On one occastion he (Daniel) stated, 
knowledge".

From minutes of the School of the Prophest, under the date of 
July 27, 1^,72, Parowan, the following is recorded about Daniel Allen? 
"Daniel Allen having had many experiences in the Church, referred to 
some early incidents. He said no bank in the United States was ever 
established upon a better foundation, than the Kirtland Safety 
Society's Bank. Warren Perrish was the cashier and the Prophet 
Joseph, who was the president 'of the ban^ went to Canada to raise 
some monfcy, he instructed Parrish not to loose a dollar in notes, while 
he was gone. But Parrish fraudeniently issued notes as fast as he could 
and thus broke the bank. The present object of our enemies is to 
destroy the Priesthood, and polygamy is the tool* that is made use of. 

It looks as though the devil prompted our enemies to try to get us out 
of everything we possess", (page 163) 

Again on the Gosepl and from the minutes of the School of the 
Prophets, at Parowan, August 17, 1372, it is recorded: "Daniel 
Allen said that the Savior, told the Jews that their homes should be 
left desolate until the time of the Gentiles should come in. heard 
the Prophet Joseph say that he had seen John the Revelator and had a 
long conversation with him. He told him that he was the prophet- 
leader and priets amoung the Ten Tribes and that he was preparing them 
to return, and further said that there is a mighty host of us. The 
Prophet Joseph said that men might hunt far them, but they could net 
find them for they were upon a portion of this planet, that had been 
broken off and taken away and the sea rushed in between Europe and 
America and that when that place returned there would be a great shake, 
the sea would then move to the north where it belonged in the morning 
of creation." (page 164)^ 


The feeling is conveyed to this writer that Daniel Allen was a great 
and loyal friend to the Prophet Joseph. 

One more item should be mentioned and that is in connection with 
Daniel Allen's trip west. Daniel /vlien is listed as being in Orson Spence 
company of 1849. His children came from Winter Quarters with him. Of the 
happenings a letter was written to Brother Orson Pratt and recorded in 
the Millennial Starr, Volume 2 page 346: 


"We arc camposed of Yankees, English, Welsh, Jtjrwegians, etx., 
yet we are one, although of different dialacts and nations. Tne 
English are doing first rate, as also the Welsh. They are well 
fitted out with teams and provisions; are in good spirits, and are 
joyful and make the camp resound with the sons of Zion in the evening 
after carrailing."^O
